REPORT. 



General Treasurer's Office, 

Providence, R. I., January 1, 1910. 

To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantations: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 43 of the 
General Laws of Rhocle Island, a statement in detail is 
submitted herewith of the receipts and disbursements of 
the treasury department for the fiscal year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1909. 

In the last report of the treasury department the finan- 
cial condition of the State was clearly set forth, showing 
the absolute necessity of more funds to properly admin- 
ister public affairs, and to provide for the improvements 
and conveniences which a progressive and expanding 
community might reasonably expect. It is a cause for 
regret, however, that conditions have not materially im- 
proved, and the demand for more funds is equally pressing. 

This demand will continue, as the fixed charges must 
annually increase. Boards and commissions multiply; 
the salaries, mileage, and accommodations for additional 
members of the General Assembly must be provided; 
more bonds must be sold, requiring larger sums for interest 
and sinking-fund requirements ; and the enhanced cost of 
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food, material, and supplies for the support of State 
institutions calls for an increasing outlay that can be met 
only by a corresponding increase in current receipts. 

A liberal estimate of the receipts for 1910 is, in round 
numbers, $2,254,479; and while the table of receipts and 
expenditures shows a cash balance on the right side of 
the ledger, $21,000 of the cash in hand is pledged to pay 
the interest on the State House Construction bonds due 
January, 1910; $13,189.30 is unavailable at this time, 
representing contingent certificates of the Union Trust 
Company. With fixed charges of $1,964,519, temporary 
loans of $200,000, and an unexpended balance of special 
appropriations of 1909 of $180,177* to be paid from the 
receipts of 1910, it is evident that the State must begin 
business with practically an empty treasury. 

The receipts for 1910 will show a considerable increase 
over those of 1909, due largely to an increase in valuation 
of real and personal property, especially the later, of the 
several towns and cities, but unfortunately is insufficient 
to meet the additional expense required for the support 
of State government. 

To provide the additional revenue, reliance is placed on 
the tax commission appointed by Governor Pothier, who 
will doubtless present to the General Assembly some plan 
or improved method of taxation, or at least point out 
new sources from which more revenue can be derived. 

Taxation being a most difficult problem, it should not 
be acted upon hastily, and a new departure should be 
made only after careful and intelligent consideration. 
There is, however, one source of income that could be 
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utilized at once, a direct or collateral inheritaixce tax, 
that would be immediate and effectual in results, and 
would in no wise interfere with any system of taxation 
contemplated by the tax commission. 

Bills providing for such a tax have been before the 
General Assembly from time to time; have been thor- 
oughly discussed by committees and the public press, and 
generally recognized as being well adapted for State taxa- 
tion. That such a tax has proven successful and satis- 
factory is attested by the fact that in the thirty-five or 
six States in which an inheritance tax is in operation, no 
pronounced demand or organized effort has been made 
for its repeal. It would seem, in view of the present and 
prospective invasion of the field of State taxation by the 
Federal Government, it would be advisable for Rhode 
Island to occupy what little there is left without delay. 

The Federal Banking Law permits national banks to do 
practically a savings bank business. Having no tax to 
pay to the State, they have an unfair advantage over 
State institutions, are active competitors for saving ac- 
counts in the form of certificates of deposit, and thus 
deprive the State of one of its principal sources of revenue. 

It levies a tax upon corporations created by the State, 
which should be entirely under its supervision and re- 
ceive a reasonable compensation for the special powers 
and privileges conferred. 

Awaiting the action of the General Assembly is a 
proposition to amend the Federal Constitution, giving 
Congress the lawful and legal right to impose an income 
tax upon the States. We may differ as to the policy or

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the necessity of imposing such a tax, but there should be 
no difference of opinion that its imposition, except in 
great emergencies, rightfully belongs to the States, and 
the revenue derived therefrom be reserved for their ex- 
clusive use. 

Of course the Federal Government must be main- 
tained, and Rhode Island is willing and expects to pay its 
full share. If the indirect taxes collected by the Federal 
Government are insufficient for its support, it would 
cheerfully submit to a direct tax if imposed in the manner 
prescribed by the Federal Constitution and were permitted 
to utilize its legitimate sources of taxation. 

UNEXPENDED BALANCES, SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS. 

On the books of the treasury department are a num- 
ber of open accounts representing small sums of unex- 
pended balances of special appropriations. The objects 
for which such appropriations were made have long since 
been accomplished, and the General Treasurer finds no 
authority under existing laws whereby he may close such 
accounts. 

It is, therefore, suggested that an act be passed giving 
the General Treasurer authority to recover into the 
treasury the unexpended balances of special appropria- 
tions where no payments have been made for a period of 
two years. 

PERMANENT SCHOOL FUND. 

Section 2 of Chapter 40 of the General Laws provides 
that the duties paid by auctioneers into the State treasury 
shall be added to the permanent school fund. 
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When this statute was enacted it was, no doubt, the 
policy of the State to create a fund, the income of which 
was to be applied for the support of the public schools of 
the several towns and cities. It was soon found, how- 
ever, the income of the fund was too small to meet the 
demands for educational purposes, and the policy was 
reversed, giving the State the income of the fund, about 
$9,000, and receiving instead an annual appropriation of 
one hundred and twenty thousand dollars. 

The auctioneers' duties seldom exceed $1,200 and there 
seems to be no good reason why this meagre sum should 
be annually added to a fund that is no longer used for the 
purpose for which it was intended. It should go to the 
general fund, and while it would add but little to current 
receipts, it would, at least, partly compensate for the 
labor and expense of keeping accounts with, and collecting 
duties from, more than one hundred auctioneers. 

I therefore recommend the repeal of section 2 of Chapter 
40 of the General Laws. 

BOND OF THE GENERAL TREASURER. 

For more than a century the bond of the General 
Treasurer has been $40,000. 

When Rhode Island entered the Federal Union this 
sum might have been sufficient to protect the interests of 
the State, as the transactions of the treasury department 
were limited, the General Treasurer was the custodian 
of no special funds, and the receipts and expenditures 
insignificant in comparison with what they are to-day. 

From a rational and a business standpoint it would 
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appear that an official who is the receiver and disburser 
of more than five millions of State funds annually, and 
in whose care and custody are special funds and deposits 
amounting to two and a half millions more, should be 
bonded for a much larger sum. 

Mercantile houses and financial corporations require 
bonds of all officials and clerks who handle money, and 
it would seem equally important for the State to require 
bonds from employees who do likewise. The bond of 
the General Treasurer should be greatly increased, and 
if in the opinion of the legislature the employees in the 
treasury department should be bonded, provision should 
be made for the payment of the bonds. To require the 
employees to pay the cost of their bonds would be quite 
a tax, and in view of the small salaries they receive would, 
in my opinion, be an unjust one. 

HARBOR IMPROVEMENT BONDS. 

The people having approved the proposition to issue 
$500,000 harbor improvement bonds at the election held 
November 2d, the General Assembly will, no doubt, in- 
struct the treasury department to place these bonds on 
sale. 

As the proceeds of but few of the bonds can be used for 
some time to come, it will be unnecessary to sell them 
all at one time. 

The General Treasurer, with the advice of the Governor, 
or harbor improvement commission, or both, should be 
authorized to sell them at public auction, or in such other 
mode and at such times and prices, not less than par, and 
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in such amounts as the condition of the bond market 
should warrant and the needs of the harbor improvement 
commission require. 

In this connection it may be said that the bond market 
is extremely low, even for bonds of undoubted security, 
and recent legislation in our neighboring States, par- 
ticularly Massachusetts, exempting all State and muni- 
cipal bonds from taxation, and permitting savings banks 
to deduct from the deposits on which they pay a tax to 
the State the amount of State and municipal bonds 
which they hold, will greatly restrict, if not wholly con- 
fine the sale of our bonds to Rhode Island investors. 

The bonds should be sold to those who apply and in the 
amounts they require, giving the individual of small 
means the same opportunity as the capitalist to make «an 
investment absolutely safe and to reap the advantage of 
the tax exemption clause. 

The town of Warwick having failed to pay its portion of 
the State tax, due December 15, 1909, amounting to 
$19,967.19, a certificate to this effect has been forwarded 
to the attorney-general in accordance with the provisions 
of the General Laws. 

In the appendix may be found a statement in detail of 
the State House, Armory, Highway, Metropolitan, and 
Penal Institutions Sinking Funds ; the Permanent School 
Fund, Touro Jewish Synagogue Fund, the Land Grant 
Fund of 1862, and sundry other funds in the custody of 
the General Treasurer. Also a list of the sources of State 
revenue, and the amount derived from each.

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STATE TAX. 



Chapter 39, Section 1. — A tax of eighteen cents on each one hundred dol- 
lars of the ratable property of the several towns as herein set forth shall be an* 
nually assessed, collected, and paid by the several towns to the General Treas- 
urer. After the year 1905, the valuation of the several towns and cities as fixed 
by the assessors of the said towns and cities respectively at the assessment of 
taxes in said towns and cities respectively next preceding the respective times 
of payment of the state tax to the general treasurer shall be the basis of the tax 
provided for by section 1 of Chapter 29 of the General Laws.

for a license for the State for one year from the date of the license, fifteen dollars 
for the State for three months from the date of the license, thirty dollars for the 
county of Providence for one year from the date of the license, ten dollars for 
the county of Providence for three months from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for each of the counties for one year from the date of the license, fifteen 
dollars for the city of Providence for one year from the date of the license, and 
five dollars for the city of Providence for three months from the date of the li- 
cense; and a license for the whole State only as a hawker and peddler for offer- 
ing for sale and for selling any article which, by reason of the protection afforded 
by the patent of the United States or otherwise, does not come into competition 
with the general sale thereof in the towns of the State, upon the payment of fifty 
dollars, for the use of the State.

of such gross earnings, which shall be paid without regard to the net earnings of 
such company.

Resolved, That the General Treasurer is hereby authorized to make and exe- 
cute in behalf of the State, from time to time, a note or notes, payable in gold 
coin of the United States of the present standard of wetght and fineness, and not 
to exceed at any time, in the aggregate of such notes, the amount of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, and to negotiate the same for a period of time not 
longer than one year, and at a rate of interest not to exceed four per centum per 

annum.
